HUGHES GETS. 
FIVE YEARS IN 
PENITENTIARY 


Prominent Victoria Newapaper- 
man Pleads Guilty to Theft 
From Spencer Store 


VICTORIA, B.C, Oct, 6—Griffith R. 
Hughes, prominent newspaperman, plead- 
ed guilty to the charge of stealing $38,000 
from the David Spencer department store, 
for which he was accountant and was im- 
mediately sentenced to five years in the, 
penitentiary, when he was brought before 
Mr, Justice Morrison in the assize court 
ut noon today, 

The sentence is five years on each count 
of seven indictments, but they are to run 
concurrently. 

Hughes took the sentence calmly, The 
police removed bim fom the dock and 
took him off to begin his sentence,

quarters as to his time of starting on the 
first leg of the journey from Halifax to

Captain Wilson, flying the second air- 
plane, has left Montreal for Riviere Du 
Loup, Quebec, where be will stand by for 
relay purposes if necessary.

DEPT. COMPILED 


{ncreased Expenditure Calls For 
Revision of Figures For The 
Year 


Following a conferenve betwen the 
city commisioners and the heads of the 
city engineer's department, a revised 
estimate for the department has been 
sent {jn to the commissioners, 


This has been done for the reason 
that the city comptroller pointed out 
that 'the department was drawing very 
close to the end of its estimate for the 
year. 

In the revised estimate it is stated 
that removal of snow and ice at the 
‘beginning of the year, also special 
etreet cleaning, called for ‘the ex- 
pend'ture of a larger amount than was 
anticipated, and as the result ‘the ap- 
propriation was largely drawn wpon. 

In this particular section of the 
work, that is, the streets, which also 
includes ‘keeping up of the plank 
walks, the sum of $103,841 ‘had been 
spent up to the end of August, anid it 
is computed that $48,658 more will be 
required, making a total of $152,500 
for the year. 

The original total estimate for the 
whole of the department was $271,187. 
Of this there had beeh expended to 
August the sum of $207,829, It is 
anticipated that $86,907 wili tbe re- 
quired making total of $293,736 dor 
the year,

That was 
ithe question which was discussed pro 
andecon before Magistrate Hughes in 
court all day Wednesday when the 
case of the suspension and afterwards 
the dismissal of Constables Shute and 
Kirkness by police ‘ commissioner 
Clarke came up for hearing. These 
two constables brought action against 
|the ity for wages for the days they 
lwere under suspension by his wor- 
lship the mayor and for two weeks’ 
wages in lieu of dismissal without 
jnotice. Their claim is jaid under the 
Masters and Servants Ordinance, 
Seorge Van Allen their solicitor, con- 
tending that the city has not the right 
to dismiss employees in a summary 
|} manner and demands the pay tor the 
| constables, 

The whole question was considered 
of such gravity ‘by Mr. Hughes, the 
presiding J. P., that he reserved his 
decision of the point till next Monday. , 
| It appears from evidence In the case 
|that on September 28th, a few days | 
| after the suspension of the constables,

a party platform formulated without 
conference, eave in caucus of a chosen 
few. What sympathy ican eny man 
professing to have a drop of Aemo- 
cratic blood in his veins, have with a 
wystem of party government where 
control in the matter of name, leader- 
sh'p and platform alike is decided in 
secret councils and under the dictator- 
ship of a single individual. 

“But, {t will be said, empreasions of 
opinion were invited, and were care- 
fully conaldered before any choice and 
pronouncement was made, Yes, but 
invited by whom, and from whom? 
By one individual, from the members 
of his chosen circle, from that un- 
known coterie of the representatives 
of privileged and special, interests 
that constitute the invisible govern- 
ment by which in reality the des- 
einies of Canada are at the present 
time being shaped. PJrocedure of this 
kind 4s the very antithesis of demo- 
cratic procedure; in fact, the essence 
of autooracy. : 

Difference in Methods ; 

“Here, then, is a digtinction in 
method so fundamental that too much 
thought cannot be given to its algni- 
(icance by men and women of all 
ehades of Libera] thought and op!n- 
ion, and particularly by those whe 
now for the first time @re about to 
exeroise the right of the franch ee, It 

“fi, a distinction which goes to the very 
root of all matters pertaining to gov- 
ernment, the making of laws by the 
people themeelves, through those who 
believe in the peapte; as contraste. 
with the making of laws bby a iprivi- 
leged few and those who-do not hesi- 
tate to ignore the people, whenever 
opportunity so to do is afforded. 

“In our Visit to western’ Canada my 
colleagues and myself have a two-fold 
object, first of all, we are anxious to 
become better acquainted with the 

eople of the west, and to acquire first 

rand knowledge and information with 

wegard to ‘wester» conditions and 
needs, that we may the ‘better serve 
the interests of western Canada in 
Parliament and, when the time comes, 
the better to administer the affairs cf 
the government of the country. We 
have not come to offer opposition to 
any progressive group, Dut. rather ior 
the purpose of emphasizing those 
great features of pub'ic policy which 
all progreas.ves Have in-common, and 
the need of co-operation between pro- 
gressive forces in the face of a com- 
tnon enemy, which has usurped tne 
control of government in Canada to- 
day, and which will continue to main- 
tain contro] unless div’sion in the 
ranks of those by whom they are op- 
posed gives ‘way to united action, 


in other words, the control of Parlia- 
ment by the peopie, and the controF 
of the Executive by Pari.ament. Here, 
aureiy, are aims Which all progressives 
have in common, irrespective of the 
class or party to which they may be 
jaliied, 

| “Aney are equally ends to which the 
|government and its eupporterg are 
unalterably oppbsed. 

Control of Parliament Lost 

“The control'of Pur.iament over 
the Executive was lost during the 
per.od of the war when the ministry 
; Was accorded a tree hand in large ex- 
|penditures, and was permitted to 6ub- 
jstitute orders in counc.l, in matters 
|pertaining to government, for re- 
strictive enactments by Parliament. 
having become accustomed to auto- 
cratic control, the present Prime 
|Minister and those of his colleagues 
who were members of the administra- 
|tion during the war have become im- 
patient of the restraints of Parlia- 
Ment. The representative character 
(Of Parliament was lost during the 
wer tarough the “War Times Elec- 
tions Act,” the “Military Votere Act” 
and the “War Measures Act” al: of 
jWwhich enactments were contrived to 
|secure the return rot of a Parliament 
{that would justly reflect the will of 
the people, but of a Parliament that 
wou:d support the Unionist admini- 
Gtration on a single policy framed 
with exclusive reference to the war. 

“The only meana whereby the 
representative character pf (Purlla~ 
trent and the control by Parliament 
of the Executive can be restored is 
‘the one which the constitution pro- 
|videg of affording the people thw 
iright to clect their representatives 
vith referenve to known policies at 
t general election.. To accord this 
}tight necessitates, of course, a belie 
in the peop:e and in the right of the 
people to govern. This attitude and 
;thia belief e]] progressives have .n 
commen, To this attitude, however, 
the government is unalterably op- 
poged, They do not trust the people, 
but fear the people, as the utterances 
ot the Prime Minister and several of 
his colleagues only too clearly profe, 
Those who disagree with them are 
designated extremists, Bo‘sacviste, 
jtevolutionaries, and being of thia 
}category, are not of course to be 
\trusted with political control. 

“The Liberal Opposition sought to 
gain for all progressive groups this 
right of self-expression in matters of 
government by the amendment to the 
Address on the Speech from the 
| Tarone which, as Leader of the Op- 
position, I had the honor to move at 
the opening of the last session of Par- 
Nament. Had all. the members for 
western conet!tuencies supported that 
resolution, Which it was obvious:y 
their duty to have done, tais right 
would have heen accurded the people 
of Canada ere this. I am happy to 
jaay that the Opposition received the 
support of most of the little groups in 
Parliament which regard themeelvos 
as the special representatives of the 
Grain Growers and the United Farm- 
era; it failed, however, to receive 
their united eupport. 

Burdens of Taxation 

“Another aim which all progressive 
groups have in common, especially 
those who are giving consideration 
primarily to the well-being of the 
peopN at large, is-relief from the 
burdens of taxation which, since the 
war, have become extremely oner- 
ous, and a reduction in the high cost 
of living. It has become the most 
serious problem with which the people 
of Canada are faced at the present 
time, and with which they are likely 
to be faced for many years to come, 
Is it not true that there ia hardly a 
family of moderate or limited means 


that {s not in a more difficult posi- 


tion today in the matter of obtaining 
the most fundamental and ordinary 
needa than it was but a few years ago? 
Te it not also true that many ‘families 
and many individuals are experienc- 
ing real hardshop and privation as a 
consequence of the increase in prices, 
rates and rents, which have been con- 
tinuous now over a period of many 
years, 1 believe it is the case, not 
in Europe only but right here in our 
Dominion, that children and, for that 
matter, adults, in many parts, are be- 
ing insufficiently clad, inadequately 
fed and improperly housed, owing to 
the cost of living being what it {s to- 
day. What mental! and physical suff- 
ering is, in these very days, being ex- 
perianced by thousands who face the 
terrore of sickness, unemployment, 
invalidity, dependence in old age,’ is 
something known only to those who 
are called upon to endure them; but it 
is something which should stir to ac- 
tlon every individual in the nation 
who cares more for human weii-be- 
ing then material power, and who 
values human life more than wealth. 
“It Is true that the cost of living 
ia due in large measures to conditions 
arising out of the war and which af- 
fect ull nations; it ts none tho lesa 
true, however, that In Canada the 
nroblem has been aggravated by the 
extravagance of the government, and

| “What is needed in Canada today Is 
not increased militia and police, but 
jincreased production. At present there 
|were 194 armories and drill halig

| perimental farms carried on under its 
|direction, In the province of Ontario 
there are two federal experimental 
farms and 107 dri!) halls and armortes, 
Surely these facts speak for them- 
selves. Whatever the military and po- 
lice necessity muy have been in the 
\ past, the need of today {s not for men 
| brigaded in forces and housed in bar- 
racks, but for men on farme develop- 
jing the great basic industries of the 
lcountry. We have had enough of re- 
| pressive and destructive agencies; we 
need now revived interest in the work 
of construction. For war scarcity and 
extravagance, we need peace, plenty 
‘and retrenchment. This fe the 
policy to which the Liberal party is 
committed. 

“Let me come now to the revision

day, Thie being the case, ia there 
anything more obvious than the need 
for retrenchment and economy, /¢ the

“How ttle may ®e expected In the 
way of retrenchment and economy 
from the present administration is 
only to apparent not only from its re- 
cord during the ‘war, but since the 
war, and with reference to this very 
year. 

“May I point out that apart elto- 
gether from war expenditure she pub- 
No debt of this country was Increased 
during the war. Every department of 
government shows some cona'derable 
increase i, expenditure ond appoint- 
ments. In the year immeditately follow- 
ing the war, notwithstanding the war 
‘was over, $826,00,00 in the way of in- 
‘crease to the public debt was added 
by the extravagance of the govern- 
ment, and their failure to raise reve- 
nue at the time to cover even current 
expenditure. One meed not more than 
mention the circumstances that for 
the most part war'bonde issued have 
been exempted from taxation and that 
war profite were largely untaxed 
during the war, to dhow that the gov- 
ernment had been more concerned in 
protecting wealth than protecting the 
people againet the financial burden 
ocasioned by the war. 

“Many instances of unwarranted 
extravagance might be cited. There 
are are the innumerable c {selons 
which the government has pointed, 
costing the country many millions of 
dollars, and giving us, in some cases, 
government iby irresponsible commis- 
siong rather than a government by @ 
reaponsible ministry and the people's 
representatives in parliament. There 
was the wholly unnecessary extra sea- 
sion of parliament last year, which 
cost the country 1 1-2 mflMons of dol- 
lars, and the time consumed during 
the last seasion on the enacting of the 
Franchise Act, ‘which was also un- 
necessary, seefng that there Js etill on 
the statutes the Dominion Elections 
Act of 1898 (7) which with a few 
amendments would have adequately 
met all our electoral meeds, New ap- 
pointments to the Civil Service num- 
bered 89,794, between June of 1915 
and June of the present year. In other 
words, they were at the rate of 20 
per day; 6,908 of these were perma~ 
nent, in no way connected with the 
war, and 88,866 temporary. The 
awarding of the contracts running Into 
milling of dollars without calling for 
tenders, which is contrary to lew, is 
another evidence of indifference on the 
part of the administration to war- 
ranted and neceasary economies, The

To Protect Consumer And Prodacer. 

“It ts to serve these great national 
ends that the Liberal party's policy in 
the matter of the tariff is a policy in- 
|tended primarily to protect the con-) 
j}eumer and the producer. It is not 
a policy Intended to protect any special 
interest at the expense of the common 
good, much less a policy calculated to 
| protect combined, monopolies, trusts 
‘ang mergers inimical to the public 
weal, 

“And that brings me to the ellmina- 
tion of profiteering, which {fs the third 
jmethod by which the Liberal party 
will seek to reduce the cost of Hving 
and to bring about a larger measuro 
of social justice in the country. We 
know that while men were sacrificing 
| their lives and their epength, and wo- 
| men were enduring privations of many 
kinds and the loss, In a multitude of

Indifference 


“In view of these facts and of the 
financial burdens being what they are, 
|we contend that these enormous mill- 
‘tary and police expenditures, which 
!amount to the attemptive introduction 
{in our country of the European sys- 
jtem of standing armies and police, are 
pisses only evidences of wasteful extrava- 
gance, but are equally evidences of 
culpable indifference tothe financial 
conditicn of the country amounting, 
one might say, to a natione) crime on 
the part of the administration. 

“That you may appreciate how eer!- 
ous this matter {s, and how insidious 
lig the government's method of pro- 
| ceeding in the matter of these military 
and police expenditures, may I cite 
what took place at the last session of 
Parliament. When the main ostimates 


regards Naval expenditures, a propos- 
ed outlay of $300,000, or a sum only 
half the amount the outlay of last 
ear. The estimates were followed by 
he pronouncement of the minister of 
marine and fisheries to the effect that 
the whole naval service would be re- 
organized and that the government 
would defer the adoption of any naval 
policy until after the imperial con- 
ference, which is to held in England 
eometime next year.

A WARNING TO OANADA . 
Toronto Mail and Empire, 

The New York Globe presents a ra- 
ther startling picture of the United 
States government merchant fleet be- 
ing looted, and almost driven off the 
seas. It charges are a highly tnter- 
esting deature of a situation complicat- 
ed by President Wilson's refueal to 
abrogate trade treaties in order to 
pave the way for tariff and tonnage 
discrimination jn favor of these Amer- 
toan ships. Asserting that foreign 
shipping is again carrying a larger 
part of United States exports, the 
Globe asserts that the merchant fleet 
{a being rushed to ruin. The charges 
it makes, and publishes prominentiy, 
are: 

That 


Private operators of the 
government ships find it more pro- 
fitable to tie them up in idleness, 

That ship operators have organized 
repair yards and lay up government 
ships for months in order to charge | 
huge sums for cepairs, 

That private operators, controlling 
Government ships, divert profitable 
cargoes to their own ships, and unpro- 
fitable ones to the government ships. 

That fraud is being practiced in 
many ways. 

The Globe points out what has 
been obvious, that the extraordinary 
cost of the war-muilt government 
marine compels operation at a loss. 
British ships can be bought now for 
$100 a ton, while the United States 
government costs go as high as $400 
a ton for the same type of ship. * In 
March, 1920, United States bottoms 
carried 700,000 tons more of home ex- 
borts than did foreign vessels, In 
July. foreign vessels carried 745,000 | 
tone more than American vessels. 
That is, lower rates, better service and 
keener competition is already begin- | 
ning slowly to strangle the new Amer- | 
{can merchant marine. Every few) 
days the shipping board announces the | 
laying up of several vessels, while 
there are half a million tons of ehips 
still building for it. 

The bottom has falien out of ‘war 
rates on the ocean, and the low cost | 
vessels now have a great advantage. | 
The British Board of Trade hag an- 
nounced an expected profit of $2,200,- 
000,000 on the operation of ithe British 
merchant marine this year, whereas!

Stop the national game of buying 
abroad, was the keynote message of 
the minister of finance, who pointed 
out that Canadians last year, man,! 
woman and child, spent $104 per head 
In the United States, while the per 
capita sales to the American neighbor 
totalled about $4.25. In total the spend- 
ing in the’U.S. of depreciated Cana- 
dian dollars during 1919 was $802,000,- 
002. This year the game is being play- 
ed with growing vigor since the unfav- 
oreble trade balance for the first five 
months of the year exceeded $73,000,- 
000 for Canada. 

“We are hurting both ourselves and! 
our American neighbors.” declared 
Sir Henry, “and we are keeping the 
‘Canadian dollar down in value” He
